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Sixteen  Inducted  into  Phi 
Theta  Kappa 

In  November,  as  part  of  the  Founder's 
Day  celebration  recognizing  Lasell's 
140th  year,  the  College  held  an  honor 
society  chapter-chartering  ceremony  and 
membership  induction  into  the  Phi  Theta 
Kappa  Society.  The  Society  is  the  only 
internationally-acclaimed  honor  society 
serving  two-year  colleges  that  offer  associ- 
ate degree  programs. 

The  four  hallmarks  of  Phi  Theta  Kappa 
are  scholarship,  leadership,  service,  and 
fellowship —  characteristics  demonstrated 
by  the  charter  members.  All  16  have 
obtained  a  cumulative  grade  point  average 
of  3.5  or  higher  and  have  been  active  in 
extracurricular  activities  on  campus. 

During  the  ceremony,  the  newly  in- 
ducted students  lit  a  blue  candle  to  repre- 
sent knowledge  and  received  a  white  rose 
to  symbolize  friendships  formed  in  schol- 
arship. 

Paula  Panchuck,  assistant  professor  and 
director  of  the  early  childhood  education 
program,  acts  as  faculty  advisor  to  the 
organization.  She  says,  "The  Lasell  chap- 
ter, Alpha  Upsilon  Iota,  was  established  as 
an  affirmation  of  the  College's  commit- 
ment to  associate  degree  programs.  It 
serves  as  evidence  of  the  students'  dedica- 
tion to  their  studies."

Our  Connected  Lives: 
The  New  Psychology  of  Women 


In  recognition  of  the  diverse  interests 
and  the  common  concerns  of  our  alum- 
nae as  women  in  the  1990s,  Lasell 
introduced  the  Alumnae  College,  a  newly 
created,  educational  program  designed 
to  provide  alumnae  with  informative 
presentations  on  a  wide  range  of  topics 
pertaining  to  women's  issues. 

The  first  Alumnae  College  was  held  in 
October  in  conjunction  with  Council,  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Alumnae  Associa- 
tion, and  featured  a  presentation  by  Dr. 
Elizabeth  Harrington  entitled  "Women: 
Our  Connected  Lives. " 

Dr.  Harrington  is  a  clinical  instructor 
in  psychiatry  at  Boston  University's 
School  of  Medicine  and  director  of  the 
Women's  Program  at  the  Charles  River 
Hospital  in  Wellesley.  Her  talk  focused 
on  the  ways  in  which  a  woman's  sense 
of  self  is  grounded  in  "connecting"  with 
others  —  through  the  making  and 
maintaining  of  relationships.  Following 
are  excerpts  from  her  address: 


Women  such  as  Jean  Baker  Miller  and 
her  colleagues  at  the  Stone  Center  at 
Wellesley  College,  and  Carol  Gilligan  and 
her  colleagues  at  Harvard  University... 
recognized  that  the  idea  that  healthy 
human  development  centers  on  separation 
does  not  fit  for  most  women.  Instead,  by 
looking  closely  at  women's  experience, 
including  their  own  experiences  as  daugh- 
ters, mothers,  wives,  teachers,  supervisors, 
therapists,  and  friends,  they  saw  the 
central  organizing  factor  in  women's  lives 
as  relational  connection. 

This  New  Psychology  of  Women  ... 
changed  the  way  people  saw  the  world. 
As  researchers  began  talking  with  women, 
they  did  not  hear  them  striving  to  be  more 
separate,  autonomous,  and  independent. 
Rather,  they  discovered  connectedness  in 
women's  lives.  They  heard  of  women 
striving  to  move  within  human  relation- 
ships —  with  husbands  or  partners,  with 
children,  with  mothers  and  fathers,  and 
friends  and  coworkers.  Using  this  theme 
of  connection  with  others  as  central,

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From  the  Archives:  The  Woodland  Park  School

The  former  Woodland  Park  Hotel  on  Washington  Street  was  purchased  by  Lasell  in  1918  and  used  as  a  high  school  until  1934. 


Often,  as  the  Reunion  weekend  ap- 
proaches, we  are  asked  by  some  alumnae 
who  were  students  at  the  Woodland  Park 
School,  if  they  are  invited  to  attend.   Of 
course,  our  answer  is  always  a  resound- 
ing "Yes!"  We  were  puzzled;  why  would 
these  alumnae  think  they  wouldn't  be 
included  in  their  Reunion?  So  we  asked 
Dr.  Donald  Winslow,  a  son  of  former 
Lasell  president  Guy  Winslow  and  author 
of  Lasell:  A  History  of  the  First  Junior 
College  for  Women,  to  help  us.  His  re- 
marks on  the  history  of  the  Woodland 
Park  School  and  its  students  follow. 


The  Woodland  Park  School,  located  in 
the  old  Woodland  Park  Hotel  on 
Washington  Street,  between  Woodland 
Road  and  Aspen  Avenue  in  Auburndale, 
was  the  junior  school  of  Lasell  Seminary 
from  1918  to  1934.  Dr.  Guy  Winslow, 
principal/president  of  Lasell  from  1908- 
1947,  purchased  the  hotel  in  1918  in  the 
expectation  of  establishing  a  "country  day 
and  boarding  school  for  young  girls." 

It  would  appear  that  the  addition  was  a 
logical  one  to  the  Seminary.  A  famous 
resort  in  the  late  nineteenth  century,  the 
Woodland  Park  Hotel  traditionally  had  been 
a  resort  for  President  Taft  and  other  distin- 
guished visitors  to  greater  Boston.  The 
main  building  was  a  large  wooden  struc- 
ture in  Queen  Anne  style,  with  wide 


porches  (used  for  classrooms)  and  spacious 
high-ceilinged  parlors.  On  a  higher  level, 
toward  the  back,  was  a  Casino,  which 
housed  a  pool  table  and  bowling  alleys. 
Elsewhere  on  the  nine-acre  property  was  a 
tennis  court  and  an  area  for  a  skating  rink 
in  the  winter. 

One  must  remember  that  for  nearly  100 
years,  Lasell  was  a  four-year  seminary, 
including  the  last  two  years  of  high  school 
and  the  first  two  of  college.  Eventually, 
Woodland  Park  became  a  "junior"  school 
offering  the  first  two  years  of  high  school, 
with  students  transferring  into  the  Semi- 
nary after  graduation  from  Woodland  Park. 
The  first  catalog  for  the  school  included  the 
statement,  "The  work  is  planned  for  girls  of 
primary  and  grammar  school  age,  including 
the  first  year  of  high  school." 

From  the  beginning,  there  were  a  few 
boys  in  the  day  school  as  I  well  know, 
since  I  attended  the  school  in  its  first  two 
years.  The  Register  of  Pupils  Enrolled 
1918-1919  includes  17  resident  pupils,  10 
day  pupils,  and  27  "pupils  taking  partial 
work,"  most  of  the  latter  from  Auburndale 
and  including  the  boys.  These  "partial" 
pupils  were  probably  taking  subjects  such 
as  swimming,  dancing,  and  private  music 
lessons. 

The  Woodland  Park  School  was  never 
large  and  the  ratio  of  teachers  to  students 
was  such  as  to  guarantee  a  great  deal  of 
personal  attention.  Training  was  given  in 


English,  arithmetic,  history,  geography, 
languages,  music,  art,  and  many  other  areas 
—  not  so  very  different  from  the  courses 
of  study  of  today's  Lasell  student. 

There  are,  however,  obvious  differ- 
ences in  the  curriculum.  In  addition  to  the 
subjects  that  the  catalog  says  offered  an 
"adequate  foundation  for  a  cultural  educa- 
tion," students  attending  Woodland  Park 
also  studied  cooking  ("the  essentials  of 
good  table  service  and  courteous  table 
manners"),  physical  training  ("the  pupils 
are  trained  in  correct  sitting,  standing, 
walking,  and  deep  breathing"),  and  Bible 
instruction  ("to  back  and  strengthen  moral 
life").  So  as  to  create  a  sense  of  unity,  the 
students  wore  uniforms  of  bloomers,  ties, 
and  black  stockings  with  white  tennis 
shoes. 

By  1923  there  were  50  pupils  in  all  and 
in  the  last  year,  1933-34,  there  were  only 
18  pupils.  Only  two  pupils  went  from 
kindergarten  through  all  grades  and 
through  two  years  of  college  at  Lasell 
Seminary:  Edyth  Cummings  '37  and  my 
sister,  Priscilla  Winslow  '35.

Right  for  You? 

Making  a  gift  to  Lasell  is  a  rewarding 
experience  for  both  you,  our  donors, 
and  the  College.  To  thank  and  honor  those 
alumnae  and  friends  who  have  already 
included  Lasell  in  their  estate  plans,  we 
created  the  Heritage  Society,  an  association 
dedicated  to  those  who  have  demonstrated 
their  commitment  to  Lasell  by  including 
Lasell  in  their  estate  plans. 

Bequests  are  just  one  of  many  ways  to 
include  Lasell  in  your  charitable  contribu- 
tions. We  recognize  that  many  people 
today  are  concerned  about  making  their 
gifts  intelligently  and  with  proper  planning. 
To  meet  this  need,  Lasell  offers  a  variety  of 
giving  opportunities  for  those  who  wish  to 
ensure  the  future  of  the  College,  yet  main- 
tain an  income  —  usually  an  increased 
income  —  from  the  gift. 

What?  Making  money  by  giving  it  away? 
Not  exactly,  but  many  years  ago  Congress 
recognized  that  many  charitably  inclined 
individuals  cannot  part  with  major  re- 
sources because  they  lose  not  only  the 
asset  but  its  income.  As  a  result,  there  are 
vehicles  called  "life-income"  gifts,  which 
produce  an  income  for  the  donor  during 
his/her  lifetime  with  the  asset  going  to  a 
charity  after  the  donor's  death. 

Chairperson  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
Ruth  Turner  Crosby  '42  already  has  made  a 
life-income  gift  called  a  charitable  gift 
annuity.   "I  wanted  to  make  a  gift  to  Lasell, 
but  needed  to  maintain  my  income  to  help 
with  my  grandchildren's  educational 
expenses,"  she  says.  "With  the  gift  annuity, 
I  was  able  to  contribute  to  Lasell,  while  at 
the  same  time  increase  my  current  in- 
come." 

There  are  many  types  of  life-income  gifts. 
For  example,  assume  that  a  69-year-old 
alumna  from  the  Class  of  1942  would  like 
to  make  a  gift  of  $25,000  in  cash  but  needs 
the  income  that  the  money  generates.  If 
she  makes  the  gift  to  Lasell  outright  she 
would  receive  an  income  tax  deduction  for 
the  whole  gift,  but  she  would  get  no 
income.  However,  if  she  makes  a  gift  of 
the  $25,000  with  the  stipulation  that  Lasell 
pay  her  an  income  for  the  rest  of  her  life, 
she  is  making  a  planned  gift,  a  life-income 
gift.  In  this  particular  case,  Lasell  would 
pay  her  a  little  more  than  seven  percent  — 
about  $2,000  —  every  year  for  the  rest  of 
her  life.  She  also  receives  a  deduction  of 
about  40-50  percent  of  the  gift's  value  — 
nearly  $12,000.  Not  a  bad  way  to  make  a 
gift! 

There  are  even  more  advantages  to  the 
alumna  if  she  uses  highly  appreciated,  low- 
dividend  securities  instead  of  cash  to  fund 
her  gift.  For  example,  assume  she  owned 
$25,000  worth  of  IBM  stock  paying  an 
annual  dividend  of  three  percent  for  which 
she  had  paid  $5,000  for  the  stock  in  1955. 
By  donating  the  stock  to  Lasell,  she  would 
avoid  capital  gains  tax.  If  she  is  in  the  28 
percent  tax  bracket,  she  would  save

Shortly  before  her  death  on  November  8, 
1991,  Dorothy  Ballou  Collier  '24,  of 
Marblehead,  Massachusetts,  joined  LaseU's  Heri- 
tage Society,  a  newly  created  association  which 
honors  those  alumnae  and  friends  who  have 
demonstrated  their  commitment  to  women's 
education  by  remembering  Lasell  in  their  estate 
plans. 

Loyalty,  dedication,  and  commitment  were 
themes  in  Mrs.  Collier's  life.  As  a  student  at  Lasell 
Seminary,  she  was  active  in  Orphean,  Glee  Club, 
and  the  Drama  Club.  According  to  her  yearbook, 
she  often  "showed  her  Lasell  spirit  by  her  willing- 
ness to  help." 

Mrs.  Collier  remained  involved  in  Lasell  endeav- 
ors after  graduation.  She  served  as  president  of 
the  North  Shore  Lasell  Club  and  as  a  class  agent. 
A  long-time  supporter  of  the  Annual  Fund  as  a  Bragdon  Associate,  Mrs.  Collier  became  a 
charter  member  of  the  Heritage  Society  when  she  informed  the  College  that  she  had  in- 
cluded Lasell  in  her  will.  In  addition,  her  late  husband,  Arthur,  had  named  Lasell  as  a  benefi- 
ciary of  the  residue  trust  he  had  set  up  in  his  wife's  name.  This  bequest  was  explicitly 
designed  to  establish  a  scholarship  fund  in  Mrs.  Collier's  name  upon  her  death.  The  funds 
will  be  used  specifically  for  that  much-needed  purpose. 

Lasell  students  of  today  and  tomorrow  will  benefit  from  the  thoughtful  and  generous  gifts 
of  Dorothy  and  Arthur  Collier.  The  long-term  support  made  possible  through  special  gifts 
such  as  these  ensures  that  Lasell  will  have  the  funds  required  to  meet  the  educational  needs 
of  women  in  the  future.

women  like  Gilligan,  Miller,  and  others 
have  begun  to  outline  a  new  model  for 
understanding  women's  development  on 
its  own  terms  rather  than  trying  to  make  it 
fit  with  the  traditional  models  based  more 
on  men's  experiences.

Women's  Growth  in  Connections 

Janet  Surrey,  one  of  the  Stone  Center 
theorists,  coined  the  term  "self-in-relation" 
to  underline  the  idea  that  the  woman's 
sense  of  self  does  not  exist  in  isolation,  but 
is  integrally  related  to  a  whole  network  of 
relationships.  Women  are  not  seen  as 
separate  from  their  relationships,  but  as 
having  relationships  at  the  core  of  their 
being.  This  relational  sense  of  self  con- 
nects emotionally  to  others  and  plays  a  role 
in  their  growth. 

...Not  all  relationships  are  created  equal. 
So  what  particular  kind  of  relational  con- 
nections foster  growth  and  development  of 
the  woman's  relational  self?  Ideally,  such 
relationships  involve  a  real  empathic  give 
and  take.... 

Jean  Baker  Miller  writes  of  such  relation- 
ships characterized  by  mutuality  leading  to 
at  least  "five  good  things"  for  each  partici- 
pant. Each  person  feels  a  greater  sense  of 
zest  or  energy,  feels  clearer  about  herself 
and  other  people,  feels  empowered  to  act 
within  and  outside  of  the  relationship,  feels 
an  enhanced  sense  of  self-worth,  and  wants 
more  connection. 

A  woman's  sense  of  herself  as  a  good  and 
worthwhile  person  hinges  on  her  sense  of 
herself  as  one  who  takes  care  of  relation- 
ships and  promotes  their  growth.  At  the 
same  time,  her  own  growth  arises  out  of 
the  same  relationships.  Womens'  sense  of 
power,  competence,  and  effectiveness  too, 
arise  out  of  this  connectedness. 

I  want  to  distinguish  this  longing  for 
mutually  empathic  and  empowering 
connections  from  both  dependency  and 
from  altruism,  two  characteristics  often 
attributed  to  women  in  traditional 
theories... I  am  certainly  not  making  a  case 
that  women's  psychological  makeup  is 
organized  around  their  dependent  need  for 
support  from  others,  though  we  all  do 
need  support  at  times.  Nor  am  I  saying  that 
women's  core  consists  of  selfless  regard  for 
and  devotion  to  the  interests  and  needs  of 
others,  though  at  our  best,  all  people  are 
capable  of  altruism. 

Rather,  I  am  proposing,  along  with  the 
proponents  of  the  relational  model  of 


development,  that  the  traditional  model, 
which  implies  that  the  "milk  flows  one 
way"  is  false.  Women's  core  connected- 
ness is  characterized  by  mutuality  and  is 
very  much  a  two-way  street. 

Women's  Ways  of  Knowing 

Many  writers  have  observed  that  when 
women  reason,  they  tend  to  see  things  as 
woven  into  a  complex  web  of  relation- 
ships, rather  than  as  governed  by  a  set  of 
rules. 

A  group  of  four  women  have  explored 
women's  minds  in  their  1986  book 
Women's  Ways  of  Knowing.  They  inter- 
viewed 135  women  of  diverse  ages  and 
backgrounds  about  how  they  go  about 
learning,  thinking,  and  knowing.  They 
discovered  that  the  development  of  self, 
voice,  and  mind  are  intricately  intertwined 
for  women.  So  it  follows  that  the  woman 
whose  sense  of  self  is  grounded  in  making

and  maintaining  relationships  learns  and 
knows  in  connection. 

The  notion  of  connected  knowing  has 
major  implications  for  women's  education. 
At  Lasell  there  has  been  a  real  effort  to 
develop  a  Plan  of  Education  that  fosters 
Connected  Learning.  This  most  certainly 
involves  re-examining  the  content  of  the 
curriculum,  the  strategies  for  teaching  and 
the  methods  of  evaluation  to  arrive  at  ones 
that  are  "connection  friendly." 

One  aspect  of  the  Connected  Learning 
experience  that  strikes  me  as  vital  concerns 
the  relationship  between  student  and 
teacher....  In  connected  teaching,  the 
teacher  does  not  present  a  polished  prod- 
uct for  the  student  to  absorb,  but  instead 
discloses  the  imperfect  processes  of  her 
thinking.  If  she  presents  an  argument,  she 
leaves  enough  holes  in  her  logic  to  invite 
questions  and  disagreement. 

The  connected  teacher  encourages  a  real 
exchange  where  students  speak  in  active 
voices,  evolve  their  own  ideas,  and  use 
their  knowledge  in  everyday  life.  A  con- 
nected teaching  method  fits  nicely  with  the 
learning  needs  of  women  whose  relational 
selves  are  grounded  in  mutually  empower- 
ing connections. 


Women's  Moral  Reasoning 

Carol  Gilligan  and  her  colleagues  suggest 
that  women  bring  their  relational  way  of 
reasoning  to  the  process  of  deciding  what 
is  the  ethically  correct  thing  to  do  in  a 
given  situation....  Women  tend  to  see 
people  as  mutually  dependent,  to  empha- 
size the  value  of  caring  for  others,  and  to 
consider  actions  within  a  context. 

Gilligan  sees  the  salience  of  connection 
in  all  aspects  of  women's  psychic  lives 
reflected  in  the  feminine  approach  to 
problems  of  moral  judgment.  The  central- 
ity  of  relatedness  for  women  leads  to 
ethical  choices  tied  to  feelings  of  empathy 
and  compassion.  She  maintains  that  while 
men's  morality  tends  to  be  couched  in 
principles  of  justice  and  fairness,  women's 
ethic  is  based  on  care. 

According  to  her  findings,  women  are 
highly  concerned  with  doing  no  harm,  and 
with  seeing  and  responding  to  the  needs  of 
others.  Whereas  men  tend  to  construe 
moral  problems  in  terms  of  competing 
rights,  in  women's  lives  ethical  dilemmas 
arise  from  conflicting  responsibilities. 

...Fundamental  connectedness  affects 
women's  experiences  of  success  and  of  the 
work  arena.  Typically,  the  woman's  sense 
of  power,  competence,  and  effectiveness 
arises  out  of  emotional  connections.  They 
derive  from  affiliation  rather  than  from 
competition.  All  this  has  implications  for 
how  women  experience  success. 

Because  relational  connection  is  so 
fundamentally  important  to  who  a  woman 
is,  to  what  she  finds  most  meaningful,  to 
what  she  needs,  "successes"  that  damage 
relationships  feel  hollow  to  her...  Thus, 
women  will  not  typically  feel  fulfilled  by 
climbing  the  corporate  ladder  at  any  cost. 

It  seems  crucial  to  acknowledge  that 
women  must  somehow  find  ways  to 
integrate  their  relational  strengths  into 
work  environments  which  operate  by  a 
different  set  of  rules.  One  possibility  is  the 
notion  of  revising  our  management  systems

to  match  women's  connected  ways  of 
being.  A  1990  New  York  Times  article 
entitled,  "The  Pyramid  and  the  Web," 
contrasts  a  "circular  management  system" 
with  the  more  traditional  hierarchical  one 
with  the  leader  at  the  top.  In  the  circular 
model,  the  leader  is  in  the  center,  sur-

Forum  for  Women  Planned 
for  March  Alumnae  College 


In  response  to  the  positive  reception 
we  received  from  attendees  of  Lasell's 
first  Alumnae  College  held  in  October,  the 
College  will  host  its  second  Alumnae 
College,  called  the  Forum  for  Women,  on 
Saturday,  March  28,  1992. 

The  Forum  for  Women  will  be  a  morning 
program  featuring  presentations  on  four 
topics  pertaining  to  the  development  and 
interests  of  women  of  all  ages.  Participants 
will  have  the  opportunity  to  attend  two  of 
the  four  sessions. 

Offering  hour-long  workshops  that  will 
run  concurrently  in  the  first  session  are 
trustee  Lee  Carlson  and  Paula  Panchuck, 
assistant  professor  and  director  of  the  early 
childhood  education  program  at  Lasell.  In 
her  workshop  titled  "Where  to  Invest  Your 
Hard-Earned  Money  in  Today's  Environ- 
ment," Ms.  Carlson,  a  former  senior  vice 
president  at  Shawmut  Bank  in  Boston,  will 
discuss  strategies  for  sound  financial 
resource  management  and  investment.  Ms. 
Panchuck  will  present  "Aging:  Liking  the 
Woman  You've  Become,"  and  will  examine 
attitudes  and  myths  about  women  and  the 
aging  process.

Lisette 
deMiranda  '64,  a  psychotherapist  and 
author  of  How  to  Heal  Your  Heart,  will 
present  "A  Sacred  Tradition:  Healing  the 
Mother/Daughter  Relationship . "    Her 
workshop  will  explore  the  mother-daugh- 
ter bond  and  the  many  factors  that  impact 
this  special  relationship.  Dr.  Priscilla 
Glidden,  a  member  of  Lasell's  Board  of 
Overseers  and  founder  of  a  management 
consulting  firm,  will  conduct  a  workshop 
titled,  "Getting  What  You  Want:  How  to 
Negotiate."  Her  presentation  will  allow 
participants  to  assess  and  improve  their 
skills  in  negotiating  -  for  a  new  job,  a 
promotion,  a  raise,  and  even  a  good  deal  on 
a  car.  Again,  forum  participants  will  attend 
one  of  the  two  workshops.

workers.  The  circles  are  linked  with  cross 
connections,  not  unlike  the  image  of  the 
web. 

The  centrality  of  connectedness  also  has 
implications  for  how  women  relate  with 
men.  Women  have  a  strong  tendency  to 
empathize  with  the  other  and  seek  that 
same  emotional  resonance  in  return. 
Because  men  tend,  in  general,  to  learn  at  an 
early  age  to  move  away  from  this  sense  of 
empathic  connectedness,  complications 
can  arise  when  men  and  women  get 
together.  Women  may  know  they've  had 
an  impact  when  they  see  an  emotional 
reaction;  men  may  look  more  to  changes  in 
behavior  or  thinking  in  the  other  to  gauge 
whether  they've  made  a  dent. 

In  reality,  we  must  all  make  do  with  less 
than  optimal  connections  much  of  the 
time.  But  if  we  recognize  the  ingredients 
of  good  connections,  perhaps  that  can  be  a 
guide  to  how  we  construct  our  relational 
networks  at  home,  at  work,  and  with 
friends  in  order  to  support  our  relational 
development.  And  if  we  make  it  a  point  to 
recognize  the  value  and  strength  of  the 
relational  capacities  we  possess  as  women, 
we  can  take  pride  in  our  connectedness.

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Are  We  Addressing  You 
as  You  Wish?  —  Check 
Your  Address  Label 

Is  your  name  printed  as  you  would  like  it 
to  appear?  Here  in  the  Office  of  Devel- 
opment and  Alumnae  Relations,  we've 
heard  from  a  few  alumnae  who  have  asked 
us  to  address  them  in  a  different  way  —  an 
issue  we  have  begun  to  look  at  seriously. 

Unfortunately,  because  we  have  limited 
control  over  the  database  software  we  use 
to  record  addresses  and  to  print  labels,  our 
ability  to  manipulate  the  data  and,  there- 
fore, change  the  way  your  name  appears 
on  a  printout  is  restricted. 

If  you're  single,  you've  already  made  our 
work  much  easier!  Just  tell  us  which  title 
you'd  prefer,  Ms.  or  Miss.  But  if  you're 
married,  it  becomes  tricky.  To  date,  we've 
determined  two  ways  (we  think!)  in  which 
we  can  easily  print  a  name:  using  a  title 
and  your  first  and  married  names  as  in  Mrs. 
Mary  Smith;  or  using  a  title  and  your  first, 
maiden,  and  married  names,  as  in  Ms.  Mary 
Jones  Smith. 

What  seems  to  have  confused  our 
computer  software  (and  us  in  the  process) 
is  trying  to  list  those  of  you  who  have 
already  expressed  a  preference  to  be 
addressed  by  your  husband's  first  name,  as 
in  Mrs.  Robert  Smith.  Although  we  have 
married  names  for  many  of  our  alumnae, 
we  do  not  know  all  of  their  husbands'  first 
names.  That  means  using  that  particular 
field  (name)  in  a  label  printing  program  is 
not  an  option.  It's  too  complicated  to 
explain  why  here,  but  trust  us,  we  cannot 
print  a  label  in  that  manner. 

We  wanted  you  to  know  that  we  know 
this  is  a  problem.  We're  doing  what  we 
can  to  resolve  it.  Now,  we  take  it  to  you, 
our  alumnae.  Help  us!  Tell  us  how  you 
would  prefer  to  be  addressed  -  as  Mrs. 
Mary  Smith  (a  title,  your  first  name  and 
married  name)  or  Mrs.  Mary  Jones  Smith  (a 
title,  your  first  name,  your  maiden  name, 
and  your  married  name)  -  and  we'll 
change  your  individual  label. 

Work  on  this  project  should  begin 
during  the  summer  months  and  it  may 
take  several  mailings  before  you  notice 
the  change.  Please  be  patient  and  remem- 
ber that  we  do  have  to  work  within  the 
constraints  of  our  system.  Not  all  changes 
may  be  possible. 

We  will  only  change  those  who  ask  us 
to,  so  if  you'd  like  a  change  made  to  your 
address  label,  let's  hear  from  you!  You  can

In  the  interest  of  expanding  Lasell 's

The  first  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Overseers  took  place  on  October  10,  1991, 
at  the  College.  The  agenda  for  the  meeting 
included  a  tour  of  the  campus  and  presen- 
tations by  President  Thomas  de  Witt  and 
the  senior  staff,  explaining  all  aspects  of 
the  College  including  enrollment  and 
student  services,  financial  status,  develop- 
ment goals,  and  alumnae  programs. 

The  focus  of  the  day  was  on  the  Lasell 
Plan  of  Education,  which  was  introduced 
by  Dean  of  Academic  Affairs  Cathy 
Livingston.  In  addition,  a  faculty  panel  of 
directors  of  some  of  the  baccalaureate 
programs  gave  an  overview  of  Lasell 's 
distinctive  approach  to  teaching,  known  as 
Connected  Learning. 
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Lasell  Finds  a  Sister  in  Montreal 


An  articulation  agreement  between 
Lasell  College  and  College  LaSalle  in 
Montreal,  Quebec,  will  allow  Lasell  stu- 
dents majoring  in  fashion  merchandising 
and  retail  management  to  take  advantage  of 
fashion  design  opportunities  at  LaSalle. 
This  offering  will  benefit  Lasell  students 
because  fashion  design  is  not  presently 
available  at  the  College  as  a  concentration. 
College  LaSalle  is  a  two-year  and  three-year 
college  specializing  in  fashion  merchandis- 
ing and  fashion  design. 

The  articulation  agreement  extends  to 
LaSalle's  satellite  locations  in  Singapore, 
Morocco,  and  Kuala  Lumpur,  Malaysia. 
Lasell's  fashion  students  will  be  able  to 
study  fashion  design  or  complete  an  intern- 
ship in  any  of  the  four  locations. 

"This  agreement  has  built  a  bridge  —  a 
hand  across  the  border  —  between  our 
institutions,"  says  Richard  Bath,  director  of 
Lasell's  fashion  merchandising  and  retail 
management  programs.  Christian  Gregoire, 
director  of  LaSalle's  fashion  programs 
concurs  that  the  agreement  is  a  boon  for 
both  institutions.  "The  exchange  of  cul- 
ture, knowledge,  and  appreciation  of 
fashion  is  important  in  this  field,"  Mr. 
Gregoire  says.  "The  students  will  have  the 
chance  to  introduce  their  fresh,  new  ideas 
to  the  fashion  world." 

In  addition,  as  part  of  the  agreement, 
graduates  of  LaSalle  can  enter  Lasell  College 
as  juniors  in  the  four-year  fashion  merchan- 
dising program.  College  LaSalle  students 
wishing  to  transfer  to  Lasell  must  go 
through  the  regular  application  procedure 
and  transfer  credits  may  be  accepted. 
Lasell  welcomed  two  Canadian  students 
into  the  fashion  program  in  January. 

By  transferring  to  Lasell,  College  LaSalle 
students  can  complete  their  studies  in  four- 
years.  If,  after  graduating  from  LaSalle,  the 
students  had  chosen  to  continue  their 
studies  at  another  institution  in  Canada,  it 
could  have  taken  five  years  before  they 
received  their  "bac,"  the  equivalent  of  a 
bachelor's  degree.  LaSalle  students  benefit 
from  this  accelerated  program  because  a 
degree  in  fashion  merchandising  was 
largely  unavailable  as  an  area  of  study. 


Internship  opportunities  also  play  an 
important  role  in  the  agreement.  This  past 
semester,  Mr.  Bath  arranged  for  four  Lasell 
sophomores  to  do  internships  in  Montreal. 

Two  of  the  students,  Penney  Hussels  and 
Jennifer  Delmonte,  worked  in  the  manufac- 
turing industry.  Ms.  Delmonte,  from 
Bridgewater,  Massachusetts,  interned  at 
Baltex,  a  swimwear  manufacturer.  "My 
internship  was  great,"  she  says.  "I  saw  how 
the  company  was  run  because  my  supervi- 
sor took  me  around  to  every  department. 
If  there  was  work  to  be  done  in  any  area,  I 
had  the  chance  to  do  it." 

Carrie  Warner  and  Stephanie  Kotsifas 
interned  at  wholesale  companies  in  the 
city.  Ms.  Warner,  a  resident  of  Burlington, 
Vermont,  says  that  although  the  interns 
weren't  paid,  the  experience  was  invalu- 
able. "I  learned  so  much  about  the  whole- 
sale industry  working  at  a  firm  called  Pretty 
Group,  which  has  their  own  line  of  cloth- 
ing for  women.  It  was  an  experience  that 
most  students  don't  get  until  their  senior 
year,"  she  says.  "I  only  wish  my  internship 
had  lasted  longer." 

The  students  learned  not  only  from  the 
international  work  experience,  but  also 
from  the  cultural  exchange.  They  were 
immersed  in  the  French  language,  com- 
muted via  the  subway  to  work  daily,  and 
lived  in  Montreal  with  the  families  of 
LaSalle  students  who  had  interned  in 
Boston  at  Filene's  Basement  in  the  fall. 

According  to  Mr.  Bath,  the  plan  "went 
over  like  a  house  on  fire.  International 
internship  applications  from  students  at 
both  institutions  have  increased  dramati- 
cally." He  added,  "Lasell  College  is  making 
a  name  for  itself  in  Canada.  The  organiza- 
tions we've  worked  with  in  Montreal  are 
extremely  impressed  by  the  professional- 
ism and  enthusiasm  of  our  students." 

International  conferences  focusing  on 
themes  in  fashion  merchandising  and 
retailing  also  play  a  part  in  the  agreement. 
This  year's  conference,  "Retailing  in  the 
1990s,"  will  be  held  in  April  and  will  be 
hosted  by  College  LaSalle.  Lasell  students 
and  faculty,  who  plan  to  attend  the  April 
event,  will  host  next  year's  conference.

After  the  closing  of  the  junior  school,  the 
hotel  building  itself  became  a  popular 
dormitory  for  Lasell  women.  It  was  a 
choice  location  because  Woodland  Park 
had  its  own  dining  room  and  the  spacious 
rooms,  many  of  which  had  adjoining 
bathrooms,  held  generous  closets.  In 
addition,  it  was  close  to  the  gymnasium 
(located  in  Gardner's  former  stable  build- 
ing) and  the  six-hole  golf  course. 

Even  after  the  hotel  itself  was  razed  in 
1950-51,  when  most  of  the  land  was  sold, 
its  garage  was  converted  into  an  art  studio 
for  Lasell.  The  school  also  retained  the 
Casino,  which  was  used  as  a  classroom 
building  for  the  secretarial  department. 
Both  buildings  were  razed  after  the  pur- 
chase of  the  Rockwell  estate. 

After  the  hotel  property  was  sold,  the 
present  Woodland  Hall,  today  so  central  to 
the  campus,  was  built.  The  original  nine 
acres  of  property  now  are  home  to  nearly 
30  private  residences,  including  two  short 
roads  off  of  Washington  Street. 

Many  decades  have  passed  since  Lasell 
had  its  junior  school.  During  its  heyday,  it 
served  not  only  to  bring  girls  into  the 
Seminary,  but  it  provided  training  within 
family-oriented  and  congenial  surround- 
ings. Health  and  physical  activities  were 
stressed.  Careful  supervision,  with  per- 
sonal attention  to  the  individual  pupil's 
needs,  made  it  a  school  of  high  quality. 

Given  the  similarities  in  the  coursework 
and  their  fond  memories  of  the  institution, 
it  seems  fairly  obvious  that  the  graduates  of 
Woodland  Park,  and  those  that  went  on  to 
Lasell  Seminary  are  truly  Lasell  alumnae. 
Although  Woodland  Park  is  no  longer,  it's 
former  students  can  be  proud  of  the  Lasell 
College  of  today  and  thoroughly  enjoy  their 
time  back  on  campus  at  Reunion.
